MUSEUM  NOTES 


A TWELFTH  CENTURY  FRENCH  (MOSAN)  ENAMEL,  considered 
by  Dr.  Georg  Swarzenski,  Fellow  for  Research  in  Sculpture  and 
Mediaeval  Art,  to  be  the  most  important  surviving  piece  in  its  field, 
has  been  acquired  by  the  Museum.  The  plaque,  representing  the  Three 
Worthies  in  the  Fiery  Furnace  in  champleve  and  cloisonne  enamel  on 
gilded  copper,  is  now  on  view  in  the  Recent  Accessions  Gallery. 
This  superlatively  fine  piece  and  the  magnificent  thirteenth  century 
Limoges  Baptism  of  Christ  acquired  last  year  place  the  Museum’s 
growing  collection  of  mediaeval  art  in  the  very  first  rank  in  quality. 
Also  in  the  current  showing  of  recent  accessions  are  other  mediaeval 
and  Renaissance  objects  of  exceptional  interest,  examples  of  baroque 
wood  sculpture,  French  and  Italian  textiles,  a mahogany  double  chest 
of  drawers  made  in  Salem  about  1800,  and  rare  early  American  and 
English  silver  including  a set  of  Apostle  spoons  described  by  Edwin  J. 
Hipkiss,  Curator  of  Decorative  Arts,  in  the  February  Museum  Bulletin. 

Several  of  the  objects  in  this  exhibition  have  come  to  the  Museum 
through  the  generosity  of  its  friends.  The  gift  of  the  United  States 
Military  Academy  at  West  Point  is  a five-foot  baroque  wood  sculpture 
of  a bishop  dating  about  1700.  A decorative  bridal  box  of  carved  and 
painted  oak  dating  about  1400  was  presented  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alastair 
Bradley  Martin  of  Long  Island,  New  York.  A late  eighteenth  century 
English  glass  goblet  dated  1793  and  bearing  the  monogram  of  William 
Lewis,  portrait  and  miniature  painter,  was  the  bequest  of  Miss  Bertha 
Richards  Lewis,  and  a seventeenth  century  Italian  damask  was  the 
gift  of  the  Charles  Deering  Estate. 


THE  BOSTON  SOCIETY  OF  WATER  COLOR  PAINTERS  will  hold 
its  Sixty-Second  Annual  Exhibition  at  the  Museum  from  April  5 to  29. 
Nearly  two  hundred  water  colors  by  the  forty  members  of  the  Society 
and  seven  guests  especially  invited  by  the  membership  will  be  shown 
in  the  upper  special  exhibition  galleries.  The  Exhibition  Committee 
includes  Forrest  Orr,  Chairman;  William  T.  Aldrich;  Robert  P.  Bellows; 
Charles  A.  Mahoney,  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Society,  and  Otis 
Philbrick.  The  Boston  Society  of  Water  Color  Painters  first  exhibited 
in  1885  under  the  name  of  Boston  Water  Color  Society.  It  was  re- 
organized in  1892  under  its  present  name. 

DOWS  DUNHAM,  Curator  of  Egyptian  Art,  has  been  elected  vice- 
president  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America. 

BOOKS  BY  TWO  MEMBERS  OF  THE  MUSEUM  STAFF  have  been 
selected  by  The  American  Institute  of  Graphic  Arts  for  the  1951  Fifty 
Books  of  the  Year.  These  are  The  Royal  Cemeteries  of  Kush,  Vol.  I,  El 
Kurru,  by  Dows  Dunham,  Curator  of  Egyptian  Art  — Harvard  Uni- 
versity Press,  and  American  Silver  by  Kathryn  C.  Buhler,  Assistant  in 
Early  American  Silver  — The  World  Publishing  Company.  The  books 
will  be  exhibited  in  the  Treasure  Room  of  the  Boston  Public  Library 
April  4 through  30,  and  will  also  be  shown  at  the  Library  of  Congress 
in  Washington  and  in  Chicago,  New  York,  San  Francisco,  Phila- 
delphia, and  Stockholm,  Sweden.
